Mr. Joscph Gales was educated at the Uni- 
versity of North Carohna. His pre-eminent 
editorial abilines-are known to the country.

Recent Explorations. 


Epvitors News —I have just returned from 
our prospecting tour on the western side of 
the snowy range, and thought that in giving 
you ting brief sketch of my observations,
